Kelloggs  including  that  their  $50  slug  and 
the  Massachusetts  and  California  $5  pieces, 
yup,  pieces — 2 varieties,  no  less  and  I guess 
that  this  is  the  first  time  they've  ever  bin 
together  in  a collection — Miners  and  Mof- 
fat, Norris  Greig  Norris  and  Shults.  Saw  a 
Moffat  bar  of  $14  and  change  I never  saw 
before  as  well  as  the  $16.00  bar — and  the 
Ormsby  5 and  10.  Say,  this  Pacific  Com- 
pany $1  and  $5  was  there  and  all  the 
Wass,  Molitor  coins,  too. 

I saw  slugs  till  they  came  out  of  my 
ears,  millions  of  'em — well  dozens,  anyhow. 

These  AK's  bein'  a bit  on  the  modest  side 
may  not  think  so,  but  this  old-timer  wants 
to  tell  you  that  they've  got  somethin',  the 
likes  of  which  I ain't  never  seen  before  and 
I'm  makin'  this  claim  that  it's  got  every 
other  collection  of  Territorials  beat  as  of 
right  now.

Once  upon  a recent  time  one  certain  pro- 
fessional numismatist  came  to  a certain  well 
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publicized  auction  sale  to  bid  on  some  cer- 
tain coins.  And  he  did  travel  far  to  attend 
and  he  came  early,  yea,  days  before  the 
sale.  And  he  brought  with  him  commissions, 
from  some  collector  or  collectors,  who  did 
believe  in  his  expertness,  to  buy  for  them 
these  famous  coins  if  in  his  expert  judgment 
these  coins  would  please  their  eyes. 

Having  come  early,  verily  several  days 
early,  the  professional  expert  did  spend 
much  time  at  the  business  end  of  a magni- 
fying glass  to  earn  his  commissions  and  to 
assure  his  clients  the  satisfaction  they  de- 
sired. And  he  did  re-examine  the  coins — 
and  even  a third  time  in  some  instances. 

Truly,  here  is  a sincere  representative 
who  would  certainly  know  these  coins  as 
he  must  know  that  which  his  clients  seek. 
For  this  the  sellers  were  gratified  for  this 
expert  had  not  pleased  them  for  lo,  these 
many  years.  Now,  naught  could  go  astray 
— they  thought. 

Came  the  dawn  of  sale-day  and  expert 
did  glory  in  his  bidding  for  all  these  hun- 
dreds were  there  and  witnessed  the  flourish 
in  his  voice  as  he  bought — and  he  was 
happy  and  he  returned  to  his  distant  home. 

Sounds  good,  but  expert  returned  approxi- 
mately 25  per  cent  of  his  purchases  with-
